HE Emperour has lately fent to Count 

Sibert of Heifter, Velt- Marthal-General, 

a Commiffion to command in Chief the 

Army in Hungary. The Queen of Great 

Britain and the States-General have by 
their Minifters propos’d to the Emperour to fend 
6000 Men more of his Troops from Italy to Cata- 
lonia, promifing to keep a like Number on the Up- 
per Rhine for the Service of his Imperial Majefty. 
We hear that the Elector Palatine has given out 
Commiifions for the raifing 3 Regiments for his own 
Service, that is to fay, one of Foot, one of Horfe, 
and one of Dragoons. Laft Week there came Ad- 
vice from Tranf;lvania, that a Detachment of the 
Imperial Troops had defeated a Body of Malecon- 
tents, killing 400 of them, ard driving them out of 
a Country, where they found a great Quantity of 
Provifions, which the Malecontents had laid up during 
the Winter. Webad Advice at the fame time, that 
General Rabutin having detach’d fome Troops to 
lay Siege to the Caftle of Gorgin which is very 
ftrong, andthe only place in Vranfylvania that re- 
main’d inthe Hands of theMalecontents,they gave an 
Affault to it on the 19th of laft Month, but were re- 
puls'd with the lofs of 50 Men kill’d ard 100 wounded: 
Among the firft was M.Kaltenblat Lieutenant Collonel 
of the Regiment of Ninbourg ; however Collonel He- 
nis, Commadant of Hermanftadt, continu’d the Siege 
with great Vigour, hoping to carry the Place in a 
thort time ; and accordingly we have fince receiv'd 
Advice, that the Caftle has been oblig’d to furrender 
at Difcretion, infomuch that all Tranfylvania is now 
deliver'd out of the Hands of the Enemy ; General 
Rabutin, who is coming from that Country, brings 
with him his own Regiment, and that of Montecu- 
culi to recruit them here, that they may ferve in 
Hungary. The Cardinal of Saxe-Zeyts, who re- 
turn’d to Presbourg on the 24th, has fent Word to 
Court, that there is little likelihood of entring up- 
on a Treaty of Peace with the Chiefs of the Male- 
contents, whofe Parties commit unheard-of Cruelties 
almoft wherever they come. The Emperour has 
given his Confent that Cardinal Grimaai fhould go 
and take Poffeffion of the Viceroyalty of Naples, 
Which King Charles III, has conferr’d upon him : 
And ‘tis faid that Count Caunitz, Auditor of the 


Rota,is to take care of the Affairs of his Imperial Ma- 


jefty till {ome other Minifter be nam’d in the Room 
of that Cardinal. We hear that Prince Ragotski de- 
figns to befiege Edenbourg, in Order to put an End 
to the Diet at Presbourg. = 
From the Amft. and Antw. Cour. April 12. and 13. 
Vienna, Match 28. On the 22d in the Evening 
the Emperour receiv'd an Exprefs from Tranfilvania, 
that the Airong Caitle of Gorgin, after our Troops 
had twice in vain affaulted it with the Lofs of a 
good Nuimber of Soldiers and brave Officers was at 
lengrh oblig’d to furrender at difcretion, fo thar all 
Tranfilvania is now reduc’d to the Bmperour’s Obe- 
dience. Yefterday arriv’d an Exprefs from Pres- 
bourg with Advice, that the Caftle of Capofwar, 
after it had fuftain’d a Siege of 11 Days, was forc’d 
to futrender upon Articles, and that the Garrifon, 
according to the Capitulation, was conducted to

Raab, with theic Arms and Baggage. After this 
Expedition the Malecontents march’d with their 
Troops towards Schatwar, otherwife call’d Rothen- 
turr, which “twas fear'd they would befiege, that 
they might be intirely Matters of the River of Raab. 
We have this Day Advice that the Hungarians ha- 
ving furpmz’d the Imperial Regiment of Horfe of 
Virmonz, had kill'd moft of the Men. Laft Night 
fome of their Parties advanc’d near to Laxembour 
and Hymperbegh, committing great Crucities, cut- 
ting cff the Legs and Arms of feveral Petfons, and 
Quartering them alive : They threaten to burn our 
Frontier Towns and exact Contributions within a 
League of this City, infomuch that all the Country 
People fly hither with their Cattle and beft Effects, 
The Emperour has given Orders to guard the Lines 
about this City with 3000 Soldiers, and alike Num- 
ber of Arm’d Barghers, which will be done to Mor- 
row. General Heifter is gone in all hafte to Pref- 
bourg, to draw our Forces together in Hungary, by 
which means we hope co fruftrate the Defigns of 
the Malecontents, who will not lien to a Peace, but 
threaten to befiege Presbourg. We are credibly in- 
form’d that the French ufe their urmoft Endeayours 
to incline Prince Ragotski to continue the War a- 
gainft the Emperour, M. Bonack, the French Am- 
baffador in Poland, having to that End, lately fene 
him great Sums, as well in ready Money, as in Biils 
of Exchange. The Diet in Fiungary will in all Ap- 
pearance break up till after the Campaign. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated April 13. 

Vienna, Match 24. This Day we receiv’d Letters 
from Peterwaradin, which fay, that the Malecon- 
tents kept Great Waradin ftill block’d up, and thar 
General Rabutin having advice that a Body of 3000 
Malecontents was advanc’d tothe Pafs of Doitoz, 
with defign to make an Incurfion towards Herman- 
ftadr, had detach’d Collonel Tzewenfeld with 800 
Horfe and Dragoons, who had fallen upon them at 
that Pafs, and kill’d or taken Prifoners above a third 
partof them: The Lo{s on cur fide amounted not 
to above 80 Men. The fame Letters add, that after 
this Action the ftrong Fortrefs of Doitoz, that was 
Garrifon’d with 300 Men of Ragotski’s Troops, had 
furrender’d upon Articles to the faid Collonel Tze- 
wenfeld, and that there was found in the Place a 
fufficient Quantity of Provifions to fubfift 10000 
Men for three Months. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated April 13. 

Francfort, April 3. All things are in perfect quiet 
on the Upper Rhine, the Troops on either fide con- 
tinuing ftill in their Winter-Quasters ; but they are 
difpofing all things for the opening of the Cam- 
paign: they are likewife ftoring the Magazines of 
the Frontier Places with all things neceflary for their 
defence. The {mall Town of Gelhaufen is ftill 
clofely block’d up by three Companies of the Elector 
Palatin’s Troops, and the Officer who commands 
them continues to infift that they fhould open the 
Gates to him, promifing then to fhew his Orders to 
the Magiftrates and Burghers. The Emperour has 
granted to the Duke of Wolfenbuttel the Requeft he 
made to him, of erecting after his Death the Coun- 
ty of Blankenberg into a Principality, in favour of 
his fecond Son, with the Privilege of having Place 
in the General Diet of the Empire. There is handed 
up and down here a Letter written from Breflaw, 
giving account of a great Action that has happen’d 
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on the Brontiers of Lithiania b¥ween the Swedes 
and the Mafcovires, in which the laccer were intire- 
ly defeated with the lofs of 15.000, Men kill’d on 
the Spot, and a greater Number taken Prifuners 5 
but chis great piece of News wants confirmation, 
the rather becaufe no Exprefs is yet come to give 
notice of it. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated April 13. 
Hamboug, April 3. Advice is come hither by the 
Way of Coniagsberg, that the King of Sweden had 
fallen on the Mafcovites 18 Leagues above Wilna, 
and intirely defeated chem ; of chis we expect 
the Confirmation. 
Fort-Lous, March 28. Several more Boats and 
Pontons are brought hither from Scrasburg, as ‘tis 
faid, to lay two Bridges over the Rhine, Lhe Ene- 
my continue to work on the new Lines of Etlingen, 
and have made two new Sluces near Werd:, by 
mivans wheieof chey will be able co drown the Coun- 
try two Leagues rouad. The heavy Brafs Cannon 
bringing hither feom Laurerbourg, and in their 
.Rooia Iron Cannon are +o be plac’d there. 
Strasbourg, March 29. Two Days ago srriv’d 
here the reft of the Baggage of Mi, Villars, who 
caine hither che fame Moraing from Biilac. Oa Mon- 
day nex: all the Cavalry chat was Quarcer'd in Aifa- 
tia, is to march our in order to Cancon in the Villa- 
ges. For fome Days pait they have begun to demo- 
luth the Fortifications of Haguenau. There is a talk 
too of razing Beaheim and the Caftle of Selrz. 
Francfort, April 9. We have Advice from the 
Upper Raine, that che Inperial Generals were 
king alltheneceifary fMcafures to go tuto the#ieid ve- 
ry early. According co oar Leccers from Hanover 
tac Elector of thac Name was to be at Philipsbourg 
‘the 18ch or zoth of this Month at fartheft: and hed 
Expreifes to Ratisbon znd Vienna to defire the 
Dict of the Empire and the [Imperial Court, that all 
the Troops that are to ferve in the Army of the Em- 
pire, might be by thattime at the general Rendez- 
vous near Bruchfal.
